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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The applicant has amended the claims to claim the gap is disposed between the inlet and the outlet port and is 
sealed such that no water may flow into the gap. This limitation has not appeared in the claim language prior to the present amendment 
and has therefore not been considered by the examiner as to the merits. The applicant has previously only claimed a gap between a first 
tube and a second tube. Because the present amendment raises new issues that would require further search the amendment will not be 
entered. Tthe 112 rejection is withdrawn in view of the applicant's amendments. In addition the prior art of record Brown et at. US 
5,738,785 teaches a filter cartridge with a gap disposed between the inlet and the outlet such that fluid may not flow into the gap. 
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
